G.S. STOCK AS TRUSTEE 
INVESTMENT 


The Railways Bill, which was introduced 
in the Dail by Mr. Lemass, Minister tor 
Industry and Commerce, on Thursday last, 
was circulated yesterday. Its chief pro- 
visions are to extend the period during 
which the Stocks of the Great Southern 
Railways Company may. be used for the 
investment of trust or court moneys. The 
Act of 1933 authorised the investment of 
such moneys in the company’. Stocks up to 
the 31st December, 1935, ‘‘ whether the 
company does, or does not, pay a dividend 
at the rate of 3 per cent. on its Ordinary 
Stock,” The new bill extends the period 
on the same conditions to the 31st Decem- 
ber, 1937. For the purposes of the appli- 
cation of the Trustee Act, 1893, the com- 
pany shall be deemed to have paid a divi- 
dend at the rate of 1 per cents per annum 
on its Ordinary Stock for each financial 
year ended after 50th November, 1932, and 
before 1st January, 1938, and for which 
the company, in fact, paid on its Ordinary 
Stock either no dividend or a dividend at 
a rate of less than 1 per cent. per 
annum.

In the London Bankruptcy Court to-day, 
the public examination waz held, before Mr. 
Registrar Mellor, of Joseph Thyman Shrib- 
man, who failed on January ó last, having” 
formerly carried on business as a dealer in 
watches and jewellery in South Great George’s 
street, Dublin. 

According to his statement of affairs his 
gross liabilities amount to £21,224. Of these 
£19,550 are expected to rank fer dividend, 
and his assets, apart from an interest of un- 
certain realisable value in a former partner- 
ship, are estimated at £1,895. 

Mr. Eustace Fulton appointed on behalf 
of the Trustee in Bankruptcy, and Mr. N 
Laski, K.C. (with whom was Mr. G. F. Wine- 
ham), and Mr. Holland represented the 
creditors. 

Examined by Mr. Bruce Park, Official Re- 
ceiver, the debtor said that he was born in 
Poland, but left there in 1910, and for the 
next nine years travelled in Ireland dealing 
in watches and jewellery. In 1922 he became 
a subject of the Irish Free State. Three verrs 
before he had begun business in partnership 
under the title of Ellisow 4nd Shribman na 
wholesale jewellers in Limerick In 1920, 
however, his partner retired, and he (debtor) 
| coniin-ed the business alone in his own name, 
i After 1874 "is premises were in South William 
street, Dublin.

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A Novel Club 


The State can relieve some of the 
physical misery that follows unemploy- 
ment, but lack of work means more than 
the need for food and clothing. It means 
that a man has nothing to do; that his 
days are passed in an idleness which, in 
time, saps his energy and hope, and 
makes him less fitted to take up work 
again when the chance comes. Loss of self- 
respect is one of the worst features of 
unemployment; for the victims come to 
feel that society no longer has any need 
for them. Any successful relief scheme 
must not only provide money and clothes 
for workless men, but must also restore 
their self-respect by releasing them from 
idleness, and for that reason we commend 
an admirable scheme which has just been 
started in Dublin. At the Dublin Rotary 
Club yesterday the formation of the 
“Mount Street Club” was announced. 
It will cater for the needs of unemployed 
men, and will attempt to provide as many 
means as possible by which the men may 
help themselves. Its functions will be 
twofold. The men will be able to meet 
there for games, conversation or meals; 
but the stigma of “charity” will be 
lacking, for they will virtually manage the 
club themselves, and will pay for their 
membership in it. The medium of ex- 
change will be hours of work—two hours’ 
work, for instance, will be the weekly 
membership fee, while meals, games or 
materials for occupational tasks will be 
'““bought ' in the same manner. Thus, 
the club will be a kind of embryo com- 
munity, where every one of the members 
contributes to the common stock, and can 
draw from it in proportion to the amount 
of his contribution. Unemployed men, 
rightly, do not wish to be patronised or 
treated as paupers, and we feel that a 


scheme of this kind should appeal to them 


as something which avoids “charity " and 
depends largely on their own efforts for 
its success, The Mount Street Club, 
which will be opened to-day, is an ex- 
periment in self-help, and we hope that 
it may lead the way to other schemes of 
the same kind.

The present stage of the preparations 
for the application of economic sanctions 
against Italy will, it is expected, be con- 
cluded on Wednesday. Lord Stanhope, 
Parliamentary Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, is coming out from London to 
represent Great Britain at the meeting of 
the Committee of Eighteen. 

To-day has been one of intense activity 
by the Economic Sub-committee in order 
to have everything ready for approval at 
Wednesday’s meeting. The Committee 
took a far-reaching decision when it 
approved in ae the extension of the 
embargo on key exports to Italy to cover 
oil ahd its derivatives and coal, steel and 
iron. 

The ban on these exports, which was 
first proposed by Canada, will come into 
force if, and when, the agreement of the 
non-member States producing them is 
obtained. The chief States concerned are 
U.S.A. and Germany. 

The position may thus be summed up:— 
When U.S.A. agrees to stop supplying oil, 
oil will be banned ; when Germeay agrees 
to stop supplying coal, coal will be 
banned. hen U.S.A, and Germany 
agree to stop supplying iron and steel, 
those metals will be banned. 

A sub-committee has been appointed to 
consider the question raised by South 
Africa of the possibility of the evasion of 
the economic sanctions by the diversion of 
trade from its normal channels through 
non-participating States. The States par- 
ticularly concerned are Switzerland and 
Austria.

In an editorial article The Times 
observes to-day :—Nomination day has re 
sulted in the return of thirty-eight 
candidates unopposed, and the prospect of 
contests for the remaining 577 seats. There 
is no trace of that alliance of progressives 
which sometimes recurs as a faint echo of 
1910 in Opposition Liberal minds, These 
divisions among the Opposition are chiefly 
responsible for the higher estimates 
current of the size of the Government’s 
majority, but it would be the greatest 
possible mistake to be too confident of the 
result. For example, no generalisations 
are trustworthy on the question whether 
on balance Liberal candidates will take 
more votes from Labour candidates than 
from Government candidates. In some 
urban districts this will probably be the 
case, but in others both urban and rural 
Liberal candidates will attract votes for 
the Opposition which were given to 
the Government last time. Moreover, the 
main dividing line is between supporters 
and opponents of the Government, and 
hostile voters will poll for the Opposition 
candidate whom they think has the best 
chance of success. Ahd, lastly, it must 
be realised that the character of many 
constituencies has completely changed 
during the past four years owing to the 
enormous volume of ae ailias and 
the number of consequent removals. 
The Government are defending so wide a 
front, the circumstances of 1931 were so 
exceptional, and the very successes of the 
Government have given the forgetful and 
the factious such a chance to pretend that 
opposition is now safe that the next 
Parliament cannot sibly be so one- 
sided as the last.

Mr. Byrne said that the Corporation s 
interview with the E.S.B. had been | 
unsatisfactory, and had been inconel) 
It had required the most persistent | 
on the part of the deputation to pin « in 
the Board to a definite acceptance of the 
scheme, and to recommend to the Govern- 
ment its acceptance. That had been the 
only thing achieved by the deputation. 

The Corporation had been -negotiating 
with the E.S.B. since 1933; yet, when the 
deputation had waited on the E.S.B., they 
were met with the old cry that the scheme 
was not economic, It was protested that 
it would involve the E.S.B. in serious loss. 
When they had been pressed for details of 
the amount and the nature of the loss, the 
E.S.B. members had no information to 
give, and stated that they were waiting for 
a report from their experts. That report, 
they. had said, must be furnished to the 
Government, and without the leave of the 
Government they could not supply the 
Corporation with a copy ; but they did not 
agree to supply immediately the details 
of the financial loss. 


MOST RETICENT 

The Board also had stated that they 
would not require to increase their genera- 
tion of electric current until 19435 or 1944, 
Throughout the entire interview the 
E.S.B. was most reticent. There was a 
tendency to disclose nothing, and to ask 
the Corporation to lay all their cards on 
the table. The E.S.B. wanted to know 
what contribution the Corporation was 
prepared to make to bridge the financial 
deficit, and they endeavoured to magnify 


the value of the scheme to the Corpora- 
tion and minimise its value to the E.S.B. 

Although they had said that they were 
not going to increase their generation of 


current until 1943 or 1944, the E.S.B. 
actually were installing an _ additional 
steam unit at the Pigeon House. 

‘It is clear,” said Mr. Byrne, “ that 
the E.S.B. has made up its mind to delay 
the scheme as long as possible. Or, 
perhaps, they feel that they can squeeze 
from the Corporation an extra large con- 
tribution by tactics like this. The citizens 
of Dublin made a meat sacrifice when 
they handed over their undertaking to the 
E.S.B., aud while they are anxious for 
the success of the Liffey scheme they will 
take care that the citizens will pay no 
more than is equitable.’’ 


A JOINT MEETING 

, Mr. P. Belton, T.D., who said that he 
was the seconder of the notice of motion, 
suggested that they should consider how 
far they were prepared to go if the E.S.B. 
did not go on with the scheme. Before 
the next meeting of the Council they would 
have, probably, a joint meeting of the 
E.S.B., the Corporation and the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce. He was 
sure that if the E.S.B. did not come up to 
scratch and co-operate whole-heartedly, 
the Corporation would have no hesitation 
in passing the motion unanimously. It 
would be well in the meanwhile to defer 
it until the conference was held. 


Mr. Benson said that the E.S.B. stated : 


that they would not reguire electricity for 
ten years, and they had spoken of an 
economic deficien¢y. He would point out 
to the members of the Counicl that the full 
water supply that the Corporation was 
intended to get would not be needed for 
100 years. He moved that the motion be 


postponed. | 
Mr. T. Kelly, T.D., thought that they 


should provide extra water by the Liffey 
scheme. All{they had heard that evening 
showed that| that thing was not going 
through, and! the Council ought to make 


up their minds to go on with the job. It 
had been stated that the citizens had made 
great sacrifices in handing over the whole 
of the Corporation’s undertaking. The 
citizens had done nothing of the sort. The 
undertaking had been taken from them. 

Senator Healy—Confiscated! Robbed ! 

Mr. Kelly said that £2,000,000 or 
£2,500,000 worth of their property had 
been confiscated. Were it not for that the 
Shannon Scheme would not have been 
worth a £5 note to-day. The Corporation 
needed a further water supply. 

Mrs. Cosgrave said that for the sake of 


one month’s delay they should avoid doing 


avything that might imperil the scheme. 


Ultimately it was decided to postpone 


the further consideration of the resolution 
in view of the conference. '

That draft was sent on 19th January, 1932, 
and the Grand National was run in the fol- 
lowing March. \ 
authorities gave to a person lodging money 
a receipt which identified on its face the 
counterfoils and the money sent in, and they 
also sent to each subscriber a purchaser's 
receipt, and went to the utmost pains to 
warn the ticket-buying public of the whole 
world of the danger of being preyed upon 
by bogus ticket sellers and fraudulent people, 
and that the chief instrument for the pro- 
tection of the buyer was the issue in Dublin 
of that official receipt sent to him direct by 
them. The people in Durban and the other 
districts where the plaintiff operated did not 
receive the purchaser’s receipt for these 
tickets, and that fact brought about a great 
change in the life of the plaintiff in Durban, 
where he had been greatly respected. He had 
such confidence in the machinery of the 
Hospitals’ Trust that he told his friends that 
they need not worry, and even when the 
Grand National was past he tried to mollify 
them by telling them that it would be made 
all right, and that they would get tickets in 
the rb Sweep, which would come later; 
but the Grand National came and went, and 
the Derby came and went, but no purchaser's 
receipts were sent. 


THE DRAFT 
Not only that, but the Ho 
stoutly denied having got the £22 10s. Mr. 
Stanhope then went to great pains to trace 
the draft, and eventually it was tracked 
down through its various stages until the 
actual paid draft itself was got, with the 
rubber stamp imprint of the Hospitals’ Trust, 
and over an Irish Free State stamp the 
signature ‘‘P. J. Fleming,” manager or con- 
troller of the very extensive foreign ee 
ment. That draft appeared to have percolated 
through the Bank of Ireland in Dublin, 
Coutt’s Bank in London, and Thomas Cook 
and Sons’ Banking Department.

Mr. Stanhope would tell them that his 
position in Durban became absolutely despe- 
rate and hopeless. His 
of sweepstake tickets had exceeded

He became the scorn of his former friends 
and acquaintances and was regarded as a 
welsher—a person who took from his friends 
for sweepstake tickets money that never 
reached its proper destination. He was 
called a name that meant dirt in the streets 
of Durban, and he had to leave Durban, and 
had come here to seek the vindication of his 
character by an Irish jury. 

James Robb Stanhope, the plaintiff, was 
then called and gave evidence of the matters 
stated by Mr. Geoghegan, The transactions 
in connection with the sweepstakes had, he 
said, to be carried on in secret to a great 
extent.
